Mumbai's Dabbawala’s are doing a gre wt job 
for the mumbaikars. Most of these dabbavala’s 
are illiterate or semi literate; yet they make sure 
the tiffin boxes filled with hot, home-made unch 
are delivered at the hundreds of thousands of 
offices on the dot at lunch time. This is how, it 
works 

Tiffins (dabbas) are collected from customers’ 
homes between 7:00 am and 9:00 am and :aken 
to the nearest suburban railway station, (Mumbai 
is very well connected by the suburban train line.) 
AL vatious stations they are sorted out areawise 
for distribution. A single tiffin box would change 
hands three to four times in the course of its daily 
journey! All the dabbas are collected by 9 arn and 
reach the station by 10 am and get routed te their 

















destination, 
The Dabbawalas actually belong to several 


















groups but once the 
boxes are assembled at the 
station, they regroup according to the 
‘number of tiffins to be delivered in a 
particular area and not according to 
the groups they actually belong to. 

‘One Dabbawala cannot carry 
more than 35 - 40 tiffins. A simple 
colour code helps to sort the tiffin 
dabbas according to the area and time 
of delivery.

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Many centuries ago, in Mexico, 
Montazuma the famous Aztec em- 
peror, used to serve his most 
favoured guests a delicious frothy 
drink in gold cups. The drink was 
nothing but chocolate made from the 
beans of the co-coa tree But the 
drink was unknown to the rest of the 
world 

In 1521, a Spaniard named 
Hernando Cortez came to conquer 
and plunder Mexico. With the 
wealth he carried back to Spain was 
the secret of how to make the choco- 
late drink! Drinking chocolate be- 
came very fashionable in Europe 
‘However co-coa beans were expen- 
sive and only the rich could afford 
the drink, 


1h 1847, the first solid chocolate 
was made. It was a great success 
Now the demand for co-coa beans 
began to grow Attempts were made 
to grow the co-coa tree in other parts 
of the world. It flourished in the hot 
wet lands of western Africa. Today 
much of the world’s supply of co- 
coa beans comes from here 

On their farms, peasant farmers 
in west Africa, carefully plant the 
choicest co-coa seeds in a nursery 
‘A few months later the saplings are 
transferred to a large plantation 
where they are planted in the shade 
of bigger trees. The trees protect the 
saplings from the sun and the wind 
Soon the co-coa trees grow to a 





height of 6 - 8 metres. Now they be- 
into flower.

its fat content (co-coa butter) what 
remains is pressed into cakes. The 
cakes are crushed and ground into a 
fine powder. This co-coa powder is 
put into tins and sold in shops. It can 
be used to make drinking chocolate, 





cakes and all kinds of delicacies. The 
remaining mass is placed in a huge

mixing machine 
called a 
*Melangeur, More 
co-coa butter and 
sugar are added to this mass, The 
mixture is then pushed to and fro by 
‘a machine, for hours together to
